Germans Bomb Hospital Train. 
Right here I would like to tell a lit- 


tle story about a hospital train leaving 
Contay for Bouen—not the one we 
were on, but one which had left a t&y 
days before. The train, when it was

The Alarming Cablegram. 


It was at this time (on Kov. 28,1918, 


ten days after I had been wounded) 
that my father in Lexington received 
Ibe following cablegram from the.offi- 
cer in charge, of the Canadian records 
in England: 


Sincerely regtwt to Inform you thai 8«r- 
geatit Alexander McCllntock is officially 
reported dangerously 111 In No. 6 general 
hospital from gunshot wound In left thigh. 
Further particular* supplied 1 when re- 
ceived.

And, as t didn't know that the official 
message had gone, 1 cabled nothing to 
hfni until I was feeling fairly chipper 
again. You can't have wars, though, 
without these little misunderstandings.

emotions our national hymn and 
kindred songs have come in for far 
closer attention than they had been 
leceiving in years of peace. As a re- 
sult of this, 
anything 
concerning 


them takes on an added interest, and, 
therefore, the letter printed below, 
from the Rev. S. F. Smith, author of 
the words of "America," which, it 
not the national hymn of the United 
States, is a close second to it, has 
a peculiar timeliness. The letter was 
written to Mr. J. 
H. Johnston of 


Brooklyn, w^io had asked the Rev. 
Mr. Smith the circumstances connect- 
ed with the writing of the now fam- 
ous hymn. 
Newton Centre, Mass., June 5, 1887. 
Mr. J. H. Johnston: 


Dear Sir: The hymn 
"America" 


was not written with 
reference to 


any special occasion. 
A friend fMr. 


Lowell Mason) put into my hands a 
quantity of music books in the Ger- 
man language early in the year 1832 
—because,'he said, I could read them 
and he couldn't—with the request 
that I -would translate any 
of 
the 


hymns and songs which struck my 
fancy, or, neglecting 
the 
German^ 


words, write hymns or songs of my 
own, adapted to the tunes, so that he 
could use the music. 
On a dismal 


clay in February, turning over 
the 


leaves of one of these music books, I 
fell in with the tune, which pleased 
me—and, observing at a glance that 
the-words were patriotic, without at- 
tempting to imitate them, or even to 
read them throughout, I was moved 
at once to write a song adapted to 
the music—and "America" is the re- 
sult. I had no thought of writing a 
national hymn, and was surprised 
when it came to be widely used. I 
gave it to Mr. Mason soon after it 
was written, and have since learned 
that he greatly admired it. It -was 
first used publicly at a 
Sabbath 


school celebration of independence in 
Park Street Church, Boston, on the 
4th of July. 1832. '
